IIV A SOLDIER OF THE REVOLUTION. 

The rry is still, ‘They come [SAoAjpfare .) 

The heavy tramp of the regulars, as 
their solid columns moved amid the dark- 
ness towards O-ncord, was heard witli in- 
dionalion by iho waking inhabitants ol 
tbBCountrv.

He has been educated 
in tlie Deaf and Dumb institution, but of 
iieces.«ily, although able to read, and 
knowing the letters which, being united, 
repre.seul objects, he has yet to learn tho 
-ouiidsof 'hose letters, and the names of 
those objects as enunciated in spoken 
language. The discovery is a most im- 
portant one, and we shall make farther 
report of the very interesting case in 
which it has been established; deeming it 
more advisable to wait a month or two, 
for the developement of this newly ac- 
quired power in Wilson, before we give 
any detailed account of the case. — N. Y. 
Commercial. 

Curious Outrage . — It is staled in the 
last Tarboro’ Press, that several graves 
were recently violated in Ihe vicinity of 
.Mr. Deinpsy Bryan’s in that county, on 
what was forinorly called Phillips’ plant- 
iilion. Mrs. West, an aged lady, had 
been buried aliout 10 years; her gravo 
was only partly filled up. Polly Par- 
menter, had also been buried about 10 
years, aged 12; a hole had been dug large 
enough only to remove the head, and tho 
napkin bound round the head was found 
at the gravo.

The Sugar crops, it is found, are now 
alarmingly diminished, and also the col- 
fee, pimento, &c. It is thought Jamai- 
ca, in a few years, will be no longer a 
sugar colonv. It is apprehended now 
that the Bii’ish parliament will proceed 
to still more injurious measures. The 
colonists are unanimous and resolute, 
and hope for the removal of Lord Sligo. 

The celebrated Biron Humboldt, cal 
ling on President Jefferson , 'was received 
into his cabinet. On taking up^ one of 
tho public journals which lay upon the 
table, he was shocked to find its columns 
teeming with the most wanton abuse and 
licentious calumnies against the Presi 
dent. 

He threw it down with indignation, 
exclaiming, “Why do you not have the 
fellow hung who dares to write these 
abominable liesf” The President smiled 
at the wrath of the Baron, and replied, 
•‘What ! hang the guardians of the public 
morals! No, sir, rather would I protect 
the spirit of freedom which dictates even 
that degree.
